BATAVIA. Java. Feb. 18 (U.R) — Amcricnn and Dutch 
nir nqundrons. battlfng Japanese invasion thrusts toward 
Java, sank a largo enemy transport, hit two others and. de- 
stroyed many bartfcs loaded wUh Japancio troops, a com- 
municiuc from tho United Nations southwest Pacific com- 
mand said today. 

The communique disclosed that a squadron ot American 
fifrhtin;; planes, attacking an 



enemy- occupied airdrome, 
had shot do\vir''four enemy 
fiKhtcra without loss and that 
a Dutch bomber downed t^Vo 
^ncniy lighterH. 
:4-j>tve Japanese .bomben: wcre.shot 
down tbLi morning In an attack on 
tlie principal allied naval base at 
Goeraboja, Java, the Aneta news 
agency reported. 

Little damage was reported to the 
harbor (ortrcss and there were few 
cas'^nlUes, . 

Jap Planes Attack 
Twenty-one Japanese planes 
roomed over Uie base In waves of 
IS and six. The first alarm was 
sounded at 11 a. m., Java time, and 
Uie all clear was hoard at 13:13. 

Previous reports of allied air at- 
tack near Invaded Sumatra lslai>d 
listed 11 hits on Japanese ships. 

Java pressed Its all-out prepara- 
tions to resist any Joponese landing 
attempt. A Netherlands Indies com- 
munlQUo reported that a lono Jap- 
anese bombing plane attacked Koe- 
pang, prtnclpal clty of the Dutch 
portion of Uie Island of Timor, 

With the Japiuicio contraling 
Singapore, atraleglo points on Bor- 
neo and Celebes and Palembang on 
Sumatra, Uie Uircat of. an enemy 
thruit aaalnst Java, center of Unit- 
ed Nations resistance, was greaL 
"l«»t Ditch" Fight 
Tlic government radio yesterday 
apjiealed' for n "last ditch" fight 
against on enemy "starmtna at the 
gates" of Java and American civil- 
ians remaining In tho menaced por- 
tlocLi of the Indies speeded Uiclr de- 
parture. 

The Netherlands Indies communi- 
que said fierce rcslstonce' to the In- 
vadcrfl~wafl-«int!nulny - In -many 
places on Borneo Island where the 
enemy had pushed landing forces 
southward along both coasts. 

It acknowledged that fighting on 
Mlnohossa peninsula, northern arm 
of Celebes Island, "has almost come 
to on end." The flnt Japanese land- 
ing In the Indies was made there. 

Although Timor Is far to the east 
ot Java, cmnter ot nulled NstlotM 
resistance In the Out Indies, the 
raid on Koepang was regarded as a 
possible prelude to a full-scale as- 
sault. '

Cltlna the Johnston case merely as an ex- 
ample, the defendant was convicted twice and 
both convictions were appealed to the state 
supreme court. Despite all this legal pi«ccd- 

, ure and Its resultant cost to the taxpayers, 
one member of the pardon board voted for 
Johnston's release and the other two Indi- 
cated a similar dcsirbVall^Iough they finally 
opposed a pardon. . , 

One of the latter two said In effect that If 
he had any way of giving the applicant a new 
trial he would do so. and the other explained 
that while he felt he should oppose a pardon, 
there were sufficient facts to cast doubt in 
his mind as to the true situation' In the cose. 

If all the hubbub about this latest applica- 
tion for a pardon were an exception, it would 
be a different story, but it seems to have be- 
come a common practice with Idaho pardon 
boards. The stock excuse lor such repeated 
leniency is that the state penitentiary is In- 
adequate to house all of our criminals. 

If that's Uie cose, iCs high time that we en- 
large the penitentiary. If not, the people of 
Idaho .should demand a change in pardon^ 

- board- policy. - Otherwise-law .jirfTorcemcnt 
agencies will naturally become demoralized, 
the purpose of our courts nullified, and we'll 
be. overrun with criminals who will rcgnrd 
Idaho as a soft place to "take ii rap." 



WHEN-THE SHOE. PINCHES 
Government statisticians have used a sub- 
titantlal amount of pencil lead in the last few 
weeks and the net result of their figuring Is 
this; There arc not enough men In the United 
States to do the Job at hand.- The only poisible 
answer Is a draft ol labor. This drastic step — 
never taken before — would place every worker 
under Washington's thumb. The wage earn- 
ers would serve where they are told and prob- 
ably for compensation fixed by the capital's 
head men. 

By 1943. there will be approximately 10.- 
000.000 in the Army, Navy and Marine corps 
— more than twice the total In World War I. 
To provide them with enough planes, tanks 

, and guns, double that number will be ncces- 
sary in converted plants which once turned 
out finished products for the comfort or ne- 
cessities of the civilian population. This 
means that wlUiln the next two years, three 
additional men or women must Join the pro- 
duction ranlcs for each one in it now. 

Currently the idea Is to dcloy passage, of a 
civilian conscription bill until the shoe begins 
to pinch. When the shortage become acute, 
the only recourse will be to tear persons from 
their regular poiiltlons and require them to 

• do their bit on the assembly lines. The ob- 
vious truth is that troops In the Held cannot 
do their part unless they are fed, clothed and 
supplied. Personal convenience must give way 
all along the route when it Interferes with 
the objective. 



BUU>D THE ROAD TO ALASKA 
The War department has officially approv- 
ed the. International highway to Alaska as 
"desirable from the viewpoint of national de- 
fense." The House Roads committee has re- 
ceived this highly conservative view ol the 
$25,090',000 project, and Is now fishing about 
to fintrwjt the ottltude of the Canadian gov- 
ernment.!

coast?
